The terminal disclaimer filed on 12 May 2004 disclaiming the terminal 
portion of any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the 
expiration date of Application 10/112,228 has been reviewed and is accepted. 
The terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 
Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by DTV: The Next Generation (applicant's disclosed prior art). 
In considering claims 1, 3, 5-6, and 8-13 

a) the claimed a processing chassis... \s met by the processing chassis (Figs 
1,2,3,5,6 and 7), where the processing chassis (Fig 7) includes analog to digital 
converters (ADC) and a separate power supply (page 10-1 1 ). 

b) the claimed a presentation chassis. . .is met by the presentation chassis (Figs 

1 ,2,3,5,6 and 8), where the chassis includes (Fig 8) a separate power supply (Fig 
8), where the presentation chassis is physically separate from the processing 
chassis. The presentation chassis microcontroller implements the functions 
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necessary to achieve, chassis initialization, communication to the system 
controller, creating a 1080i onscreen display (OSD) for service menus and 
diagnostics and supervising the jungle and sub deflection activities for CRT 
calibration (Fig 8). 

c) the claimed an interface., as met where the interface could be analog (Table 1) 
or digital (Table 2), where digital is preferred for future use. 

In considering claim 2, 
The claimed wherein the interface includes a digital video interface is met where 
the interface may be a digital video interface (i.e. DVI) (Fig 4). 

In considering claim 4, 
The claimed wherein the processing chassis further includes a video 
interface... \$ met where the processing chassis (Fig 7) includes digital video 
processing tasks including upconverting the video to 1080i and scaling the 
picture size (page 11). 

In considering claim 7, 
The claimed wherein the input signal is provided to the processing chassis by 
one of the following: a terrestrial antenna, a cable connection, and a satellite 
connection is met where processing chassis receives input via an antenna, 
cable, and DTV input (Fig 7).
